An interesting event occurred on February 19 when 
our new bookmobile made its first trip to Meredith, 
leaving several books at our library and a collection of 
children’s books for the Meredith Center school. The 
bookmobile will call again early in April. Due notice of 
date will be given.

New Hampshire’s first bookmobile was purchased in 
1938 and successfully operated in the northern part of 
the state.

I submit herewith the report of an audit and examin- 
ation of the accounts of the Town of Meredith, which 
has been made by the division of municipal accounting 
of the state tax commission in accordance with the 
vote taken at your annual meeting in March, 1940. 
This audit covers the fiscal year ended January 31, 
1940, and the current fiscal year from February 1 to 
November 25, 1940. Schedules as hereafter listed are 
included as part of the report. 


Finances 


Indebtedness. Valuation and Taxes: (Schedule A) 


Commendable progress has been made in the reduction 
of the Net Debt of the town during the past two years 
from $46,920.21 on January 31, 1938, to $27,687.74 on 
January 31, 1940. It is noted that in recent years if a 
deficit existed at the end of the fiscal year provision 
has been made in the following year’s budget to take 
care of such deficit, thus preventing the accumulation 
of so-called “‘floating’’ debt which must eventually be 
liquidated through refunding procedure. 

The amount of the annual tax levy increased by $30,- 
000.00 during the ten year period, January 31, 1930. to 
January 31, 1940, but a decrease in the current year’s 
levy of more than $15,000 from that of 1939 is noted. 
The average local tax rate increased from $3.29 to $4.03 
per hundred during the same ten year period, as com- 
pared to an increased average state tax rate of $2.80

to $3.45. The local average rate in 1940 was $3.44 which 
was only three cents more than the average state rate 
of $3.41. 

The total assessed valuation of taxable property has 
shown a steady increase during the last ten years, a 
gain of more than a quarter of a million dollars having 
been made during this period. 


Taxes 


Tax collections in Meredith are very satisfactory and 
the collector is to be commended for the completeness 
and accuracy of his records. For the fiscal year ending 
January 31, 1940, collections of the 1939 tax levy in 
comparison to the total warrant was 94.6%. The aver- 
age percentage of collections for all towns and cities in 
the state for the same year was 85.4 percent. 


General Comments 


At the beginning of this report attention was called 
to the improved financial condition of the town in recent 
years due to the reduction of Net Debt. The practice 
of making provision in the current year’s budget for 
deficits in cases where a deficit existed at the close of 
the previous year was also noted, and this practice was 
commended.

During the year through the cooperation of Dr. Pot- 
tle and Dr. Deneault we started the dental clinics Jan- 
uary 4th and continued until school finished in June. 
The children who were attended to had the advantage 
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of school rates and those who were not able to pay the 
full fee or only part were paid for by the Salvation 
Army fund. 

Five children had tonsilectomies at the Laconia Hos- 
pital by Dr. Turley. 

One patient was taken to the cancer clinic for exam- 
ination. Ten patients were taken to the Tuberculosis 
Clinic in Laconia and were examined by Dr. Kerr, who 
was assisted by Miss Marion Garland. These patients 
had T B skin tests and thee x-rays were taken. This 
was made possible through The National T. B. Associa- 
tion. 

Twenty-one patients had their eyes tested. Treat- 
ment was given when adviseable and glasses obtained 
when necessary. 

Three children were taken to the State Hospital Clin- 
ic for examinations and a check-up. 

An infant and pre-school clinic was held on July 16h 
sponsored by the Division of Maternity and Child 
Health and assisted by the local organization with Dr. 
Turley and Dr. Reische examining 27 infants and pre- 
school were given a complete physical examination and 
toxoid was given to 15 for diphtheria immunization. 

I wish to express my appreciation and thanks to the 
individuals and various organizations for their assist- 
ance during the pase year. The Salvation Armys, the 
Red Cross and the Unity Club (who presented the 
Meredith Public Health Association a much needed 
wheel chair,) the American Legion Post and American 
Legion Auxiliary Unit, the Congregational Church 
School and Ladies’ Aid were organizations which gave 
us assistance and I’m deeply grateful to an anonymous 
contributor.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Education for Defense: 


A wave of patriotic fervor is sweeping across our 
broad land. This spirit has encouraged some to enlist 
as soldiers, and others to go to school at night to de- 
velop their skill at various mechanical trades. In Mere- 
dith, a class in repair and operation of automobiles, 
trucks and tractors is now being conducted for four 
evenings a week. This group is being instructed for 
eight weeks by John A. Randall as part of a national — 
program of preemployment training. The duty of our 
public schools, at this time, is to give boys and girls a 
better understanding of our democratic institutions, 
and to instil in their hearts a greater loyalty to our 
flag and the republic for which it stands. We must 
realize, young and old, that the greatest service to our 
country may not demand that we bear arms in her de- 
fense, but must require of each of us that measure of 
tolerance, of thoughtfulness of others, of self-sacrifice 
for the common good, and of intrinsic honesty that will 
make impossible the evils of greed and self-seeking that 
are the real dangers to our democracy. 


Changes in Teaching Staff: 


At the Lang Street school, Ellen Smith’s resignation 
created a vacancy in the first grade which has been 
filled by transfer of Blanche Ringer, former sixth grade 
teacher, to this position. Ruth Humiston who has 
taught in Grade III for several years has been assigned 
to Grade VI, and Marion Ellison, a Plymouth graduate 
with several years experience, has been secured to 
teach the third grade. Miss Theiss English, Tufts 1940, 
has taken the place of Miss Edna Twombly, as part 
time teacher in the high school. Miss English made an 
enviable record while in Tufts and has served as coun- 
selor several seasons in girls’ camps. She teaches Jun- 
ior Business Training, General Mathematics, History of 
Civilization, and coaches the girls’ athletics. 
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Our Elementary Schools: 


In the first grade of the Lang Street School there has 
been, to date, an enrollment of 50 pupils. At the present 
writing there are 47 members. It was thought necessa- 
ry to engage an assistant in order to give the children 
more supervision and attention than one teacher could 
manage to give, working alone. Miss Doris Maloney has 
been the very able assistant, working in close coopera- 
tion with Miss Ringer. 

A splendid project was worked out by the boys in Mr. 
Avery’s shop class. They constructed 48 boxes of ply- 
wood, with hinged covers, large enough to hold all the 
materials needed by a first grader. These boxes were 
painted green to match the tables to which they were 
securely fastened. There are four boxes at every table, 
thus each child has his own box. 

The reading system used in the first grade this year 
is “The New Work-Play Books’ by Gates, Huber, and 
Peardon. It is very new and carries out the modern idea 
of Reading Readiness. The stories are about the every- 
day experiences of six year old children. The books are 
very colorful and well illustrated, thus appealing to 
youngsters. 

The first project undertaken by Grade II was the 
toy store. This afforded several periods of enjoyment, 
first In organizing and then in using what each child 
brought in. Besides contributing toys, they tried to 
bring in words and phrases they had seen in real stores. 
These were found to be very important as they helped 
in reading daily work sheets, later compiled into book- 
lets and to read their daily paper “Toy Town News.” 

The second project was the post office. Some of the 
pupils visited our local office. At first they learned how 
to write a short letter and address an envelope. They 
liked to write letters at home and drop them into some- 
one’s box and then note his pleasure when he called for 
his mail next morning. As they had learned the names 
of pieces of money and how to make change in the 
toy store experiment, nearly all the class had a chance 
to be postmaster. For Christmas gifts each brought 
scraps of yarn and learned to weave. They all made 
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woven mats which were wrapped and given to their 
mothers. A few of them painted pine cones and milk- 
weed pods which had been collected in the fall. They 
put them together and made charm strings. The boys 
enjoyed this as much if not more than the girls. The 
music hour is especially enjoyed, as victrola records 
and a rhythm band provide an interesting variation 
from the usual singing period. The use of the school 
library conducted by the sixth grade furnishes supple- 
mentary reading matter and has also aroused inter- 
est so that many patronize the local public library. 


Near the beginning of the school year, Grade III 
made a study of Indian life. They talked, read, found 
and drew pictures about them; made an Indian sand- 
table and finally concluded the study by giving a pro- 
gram to the rest of the school and to the mothers. The 
program included a play which the third grade wrote 
together, song they had learned and an exhibition of 
class work. This was followed by a farm unit and pupils 
are now working on a milk project. The children have 
done quite a lot in free expression drawing during the 
period set aside for this, each week. One of the most 
important things they are trying to learn is to be good 
citizens in the classroom and on the playground so that 
they may be good citizens of the future. 

In the fourth grade the reading work this year is a 
little different from previous years as they are using 
new sets of books. Reading is done in three groups. One 
group is reading the book, “Exploring New 
Fields,” which is very interesting. It is about animals 
both wild and domestic, children of other lands, stories 
of fruits also farm and desert life. Each pupil is making 
a notebook. They have a good collection of pictures to 
illustrate their “travels,” in the books. This work has 
encouraged a great deal of outside reading. The other 
groups are reading the books, “Story Pictures of Our 
Neighbors” and “Community Activities.” From read- 


ing of these books they decided to build a four room 
cardboard house. The sides have been papered with 
wall paper; floor coverings from paper have been made 
to represent linoleum; and they are going to weave a 
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rug from raffia for one room. The girls are making 
curtains for the windows. The outside of the house is 
to be covered with cardboard to look like shingles. This 
has proved very interesting work. 

In the fall in Grade five a Junior Garden Club was 
organized and a Flower Show held. Arrangements were 
made by the pupils. Ribbon prizes were given to the 
three best exhibits in each class. The work of the club 
will be continued in the spring. 

An exhibition of articles used in pioneer and colonial 
days, made the study of the early history of the United 
States more interesting. During Education Week par- 
ents and friends were invited to a Pioneer Tea. The 
children were in costume and served a lunch of early 
day foods. Pictures were taken of the various scenes. 
These are prized by the class for their Memory Books. 

At Christmas the artists of the class made stained 
glass scenes for the windows and a frieze of the story 
of the Shepherds and Wisemen. A party was held. 

Current Events are given each Wednesday. An Eng- 
lish Club meets each Friday. History, Geography and 
Pan-American scrapbooks are being made; also a class 
book of the 197th C. A. Some of the class have relatives 
at Camp Hulen, Texas. 

Nearly all the children have hobbies at which they 
work. The boys are making feeding stations of various 
types for the birds. Much interest has been shown in 
making various kinds of dolls, animals, puzzles and 
scrapbooks for the children’s section of the Laconia 
Hospital. 

_ The sixth grade safety patrol is one of the features 
of the year’s work. Officer Norman Martin has procur- 
ed hats, belts, badges and whistles. The student officers 
are very proud of their insignia and assume responsibi- 
lity well. The class has also enjoyed many activities this 
year. The pottery was very interesting; they learned 
to use the Potter’s wheel, which was loaned by Mrs. 
Gilman Lunt. She also loaned to the class pictures, 
magazines and books which helped very much. Christ- 
mas cards and tags were made which sold for a total of 
59.60. With the proceeds an electric clock for our room 
was bought and $5.00 donated toward the moving pic- 
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ture machine. Their school newspaper nets around $2.00 
an edition: with this money they plan to start a libra- 
ry for the Laconia Hospital, Children’s ward. Many of 
the girls have made stuffed animals for the hospital 
too. The boys have a very fine basketball team, coached 
by Allen Ford. It is probably the only organized sixth 
grade team in this state. Edward Romprey is very in- 
terested in fixing watches and clocks. He has his work 
bench and when his studying is done he may go to his 
bench and become the clock repairer. To date he has 
repaired twelve successfully. 


Our Rural Schools: 


At the Meredith Center School, they have a “Wide 
_ Awake Government Club” which holds meetings every 
Friday afternoon where school matters are discussed 
as In a town meeting. Each week children are elected to 
do various school duties for the following week. At one 
of the meetings last year the children suggested that 
they have some kind of a party outdoors in the field as 
it was springtime. This idea developed into a Mayday 
Festival. The children enjoyed planning for it—making 
crepe paper costumes, learning new songs, etc. The plot 
of the play they chose was to make a sad king happy. 
The elves, boys of the school, capered around the king’s 
throne trying to make him laugh. Seeing that didn’t do 
any good they went out in the fields gathering different 
kinds of flowers, (girls) to see if they could make him 
happy. The fairest flower of them all, who made the 
king happy, was crowned the May Queen while the elves 
and flowers danced around the throne singing “The 
May Queen.” The king and queen led them in a dance 
around the maypole, decorated in pink and white paper 
with streamers: “Country Gardens’’ proved to be an 
excellent song for that dance. Parents and friends en- 
joyed the afternoon so much that they asked to have 
it repeated at the church at night so that the working 
people could see it. Occasionally they have an interest- 
ing speaker or a musical person outside the school 
come and take part in their programs of these Friday 
meeting's. 
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One pupil had a serious coasting accident this year. 
The children voted to send a fruit basket to Nelson 
at the hospital and to send him letters and books every 
week he had to be there. 

The Dolloff School last year enjoyed listening to the 
Damrosch broadcasts. This was made possible through 
the kindness of Mrs. Lena Dolloff, who helped trans- 
port the children to Lang Street School. The children 
were provided with the study leaflets which accompan- 
ied the series of concerts, through them they were 
enabled to listen with more appreciation and under- 
standing to each number on the program. The pupils 
filed them in notebook form to have for permanent re- 
ference. 

There is an organ available for the school if its trans- 
portation can be provided for. It would be a great help 
in musical study. Almost all the children attended the 
“Messiah,” at Laconia and enjoyed it very much. 

Knowing that hand work should supplement book 
learning in a modern school, many hand work activi- 
ties have been engaged in this year. Several pretty, 
useful and inexpensive Christmas gifts were made, 
among which were: string containers, children’s banks, 
hand-woven pocketbooks, and nut dishes made of color- 
ed paper and then shellacked. Many hand-painted cards 
were made, also the boys in the upper grades have 
done quite a bit of carpenter work this year. They have 
made chairs for the lower grades and painted them 
sea green to match the tables. Shelves were made to ac- 
commodate the museum exhibits. 

With clay from the University of New Hampshire 
campus, the pupils have modelled dishes and fired them 
in the school stove. They made Babylonian clay tablets, 
and with a wedge-shaped stick, such as the Babylon- 
ians used, they made real cuneiform characters on 
them. With papier mache, they modeled relief maps, 
a cave man doll, dishes and an igloo, and painted them 
with tempora paints. With plaster clay they modelled 
the sphinx, an abelisk and a pyramid to illustrate their 
study of Egyptian civilization. 
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A new oilstove has been provided for the school, and 
is in daily use for hot lunches during the winter. 

Last spring, the Robinson School started a project 
in woodwork. One half hour each week was spent in 
learning how to use the common woodworking tools. 
The superintendent brought the children some small 
odd pieces of board. The children were divided into 
groups and each group had a special object to make. 
They made two window boxes, a birds’ feeding station 
and a bird house. These were sandpapered, painted, 
and then put into their places on the school grounds. 
Besides becoming acquainted with the woodworking 
tools, the children have become friends of the birds. 

In geography ,the fifth and sixth grades have made 
a physical features map of the United States. This was 
modeled from flour, salt and water, colored with cake 
coloring, glued to cardboard and covered with cello- 
phane. The names of the different regions were spel- 
led out of macaroni alphabet letters and glued to the 
map. The map, when complete was two feet by three 
feet. The children have a better idea of the physical 
features of our country now and feel proud of their 
work. They are now working on a product map of the 
United States. 


Building Improvements: 


At the Meredith Center School a septic toilet outfit 
has been installed to replace the chemical toilets that 
had rusted out. The chimney, formerly supported on a 
wooden platform near the ceiling, has been provided 
with a solid foundation on the ground, as well as a flu 
for ventilating the classroom. 

Other improvements are listed in the headmaster’s 
report. 


Conclusion: 


In conclusion I wish to thank you, the members of 
the School Board, and our fellow citizens for the broad- 
minded interest and patience extended to the schools 
in our dealing with our very human problems. Our 
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objective is to help children develop a responsible and 
sane attitude toward the problems of life in and out of 
school. In this matter the home has the greatest re- 
sponsibility, and the general home cooperation with 
our work is in a large measure responsible for the suc- 
cess of the year.

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REPORT OF THE HEADMASTER 


To the Superintendent of Schools, the Board of Edu- 
cation, and the Citizens of Meredith: 


On behalf of the teachers and pupils of Meredith 
High School I extend to officials, parents and friends our 
gratitude for the consistent support provided, and in- 
terest shown in the school. The continuation of your 
practice of supporting our activities and of lending 
your help, both personal and material gives us confi- 
dence and courage in the execution of our undertaking. 

During the current year considerable progress has 
been made through the addition of several useful pieces 
of equipment. In the home economics department the 
old electric range has been replaced with one of modern 
type and one new sewing machine installed. Miss Hill 
has donated the use of a new sewing machine which 
is her personal property. A rebuilt typewriter was pur- 
chased for the headmaster’s office. This is in almost 
constant use by teachers and pupils. The old mimeo- 
graph, which was practically useless, has been replac- 
ed by a used machine in good working order. This also 
is extremely useful. The science laboratory has been re- 
organized with the addition of a new work desk built 
by the class in building construction. Rearrangement 
of the facilities made room for the new desk and still 
left adequate seating room for about twenty-five 
pupils. The lower parts of the old desks are being par- 
titioned and closed in to provide storage space. This 
work is being done by boys enrolled in N. Y. A. 

The appearance of the home economics room and the 
seventh grade room has been much improved by new 
coats of paint and other decoration. All the work was 
done by pupils under the supervision of Mrs. Pynn and 
Miss Hill. The headmaster’s office has been redecorated 
and a new bulletin board installed by members of the 
home economics and shop classes. 
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A new set of Encyclopedia Americana, 1940 edition, 
is proving to be a very valuable addition to our refer- 
ence library. 


' Registration 


Registration to date in the senior high school is 189 
compared to 144 last year. The junior high registration 
is 59 compared to 56 of last year. Attendance in the ~ 
senior high school for last year was 94.99 compared to 
94.38 for the previous year and 95.13 for the state 
average. Tardiness percentage was 0.4 compared to 
0.5 of the previous year and 1.0 for the state average. 
Junior high attendance was 95.11 compared to 96. of 
the previous year. Tardiness in the junior high was 
0.6 compared to 0.4 of the previous year.

National Youth Administration 


Through funds provided by the National Youth Ad-

repair, and construction of equipment. Last year pu- 
pils so employed earned nearly $200.00. This year 
eight pupils are employed. 


Manual Arts Department 


Seventy-eight boys are registered in the manual 
arts department. Twenty-six of those are from the 
seventh and eighth grades. Pupils projects include 
meat boards, necktie racks, cribbage boards, serving 
trays, lathe-turned nut bowls with mallets, turned dish- 
es with stress on polishing and finishing, and other 
articles useful in the home. 

_ Class projects included in work done by the advanced 
classes: 

Lunch room benches, lunch room tables, first grade 
tables, first grade benches, repainting walls of the 
seventh grade room, painting ceiling of the home econ- 
omics room, refinishing furniture, shop benches for 
night school, and bulletin boards. 


Home Economics 


A total of 71 girls are registered in the home econom- 
ics course this year. This includes all girls of the jun- 
ior high school. Home projects are carried on as in pre” 
vious years under the supervision of the home econom- 
ics teacher. 

Classes in The Home have redecorated the home ec- 
onomics room and sponsored dinners and teas. Through 
these activities the girls receive training so they may 
become wise and economical home makers. 

Hot lunches are planned, prepared and served by a 
cooperative group, who bring in supplies from home 
from which hot lunches are prepared. No charge is 
made for these lunches. An average of 30 hot lunches 
are served daily at high school. 

This year the home economics department is finding 
its place in the national defense program. Planning, 
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- preparing, and serving adequate low cost meals is be- 
ing stressed. The Red Cross has furnished material for 
knitting and sewing projects. Knitting classes (have 
taught the girls to make scarfs, caps, and socks. Sewing: 
projects have trained the girls to work in groups toward 
speed in production. 


H. Steward Bosson: Prize Speaking 


On March 13, 1940, nine members of the Class of 
1940 represented their class in the eleventh annual H. 
Steward Bosson Prize Speaking Contest. The judges, 
Miss Alice Upton and Mr. Willard Smith of Tilton and 
Mr. Robert Johnson of Laconia, awarded prizes to the 
following: Robert Pottle, first; Marilyn Reid, second; 
Barbara Story and Ruth Davis tied for honorable men- 
tion. 

Previous to the final contest all juniors participated 
in the preliminaries: thus training is given each mem- 
ber of the class. 

In April Marilyn Reid and Robert Pottle represented 
the school at the New Hampshire University speaking 
contest. 

Members of the faculty feel that this annual event 
is one of Meredith High School’s most worth while 
extra-curricular activities and appreciate the generos- 
ity of Mrs. Bosson, who, in continuing to sponsor the 
contests, is carrying on the work started by Mr. Bos- 
son whose understanding vision provided the inzentive 
for initiating this undertaking. 


Alumni Association 


On June 138, the sixteenth annual Alumni Associa- 
tion Banquet ushered in alumni activities for the year 
1940. The members of the Class of 1940 were guests 
of the Alumni Association. At the meeting following 
the banquet Mrs. Gladys (Perkins) Bickford, Class of 
1929, was elected president for the current year. 

Shirley Humiston was awarded the Alumni Loyalty 
Cup by the retiring president, L. G. Pynn. 
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Friday, June 14, was the traditional Alumni Day 
with a parade and baseball game, December 23, 1940 
was Alumni Night, highlighted by a double-header 
basketball game. 


Music Department 


Pupils electing music in its various branches are 
this year distributed as follows:

Instrumental classes are orgapized primarily for 
pupils of the fifth through the eighth grades as a foun- 
dation for high school instrumental work. However 
pupils of the high school are accepted if they care to 
join. 

Membership in all of the above group is elective. 
Credit toward graduation is given for work in orches- 
tra and band. 

Band work has again this year met with an enthusi- 
astic response from pupils and public alike. Meredith 
is perhaps the only town of its size in the state which 
has a well-balanced band. The band has appeared sev- 
eral times in public, not only in Meredith, but at Ply- 
mouth, Bristol, and Lincoln at basketball games. It 
promises to be a permanent and popular school organi- 
zation. 

The Pemigewasset Valley Festival Orchestra and 
Chorus, a group of from sixty to ninety players and 
singers from Meredith and neighboring towns will give 
its fifth annual concert in Bristol on April 4. Last 
year’s concert was given in Ashland on April 5, 1940, 
and was a great success. 

Meredith expects to do its part in the annual State 
Music Festival which will take place in Manchester on 
May 15-17. The All-State Orchestra will this year be 
limited to one hundred ten pieces and the All-State 
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Chorus will number one hundred sixty voices. Mere- 
dith sent four instrumentalists to the All-State audi- 
tions held recently in Laconia. Our quota in the All- 
State Chorus will be eight voices. 

Meredith High School’s greatest need for the future 
in the field of music is for instruments. The school 
should acquire some of the less common instruments 
such as flutes, trombones, cellos, and basses—instru- 
ments which are not likely to be bought and owned 
by individuals. Meredith schools are well blessed with 
musical talent, and ownership of some of these instru- 
ments would guarantee well-balanced organizations in 
the future. 


Meredith High School Athletics 


This was the year when Meredith High School hoped 
to start an athletic program that would include all of 
the pupils. The necessary money and time were lack- 
ing, however, to carry this program through but it is 
hoped that during this coming year a physical educa- 
tion program will materialize that will give each pupil 
at least two or three hours per week in organized ex- 
ercises and games. 


The athletic teams at M. H. S. are beginning to es- 
tablish a state-wide reputation in sports. Last year, 
the boys’ basketball team ended a very successful sea- 
son by being selected to compete for the state cham- 
pionship at the University of New Hampshire. This 
year they won the championship of the Pemigewasset 
League for the first time in the history of the school. 

Fall sports consisted of track, hiking, and inter-class 
basketball. In track, Meredith again won the Pemi- 
gewasset track meet held at the Plymouth Fair. The 
feature of this meet was the winning of the relay race 
for the third consecutive year and thus giving M. H. S. 
permanent possession of the trophy. The girls organiz- 
ed a hiking club under the leadership of Miss Theiss 
English new teacher and coach. The latter part of the 
fall was taken up by inter-class basketball in which 
sixty-seven boys took part. 
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During the winter months the following teams play- 
ed a regular schedule of games: boys’ varsity and jun- 
ior varsity, and girls’ varsity and junior versity teams. 
All of them were quite successful in winning a number 
of games. The girls’ team showed a great improvement 
under its new coach, Miss English. 

This spring both the girls and the boys will again 
be represented with baseball teams. Last spring the 
girls for the first time organized a softball team. Al- 
though the games were few the girls really enjoyed 
their new outdoor sport. In connection with baseball 
the athletic association runs into debt each year in 
this sport chiefly because balls hit over the grandstand 
are either lost or fall into the brook. A high wire screen 
placed over the grandstand would eliminate this loss. 
We should like to see the town erect this screen over 
the grandstand this spring and thus save us a consider- 
able expense. 


Assemblies 


To encourage pupils participation assemblies have 
been held every other Friday from November till May. 
The programs are of great value to the pupils as they 
give the committees in charge a chance to gain exper- 
ience in arranging and directing entertainments given 
before the whole student body. 

Another year we hope to have more assemblies with 
more varied programs with the aid of a new motion 
picture projector to be bought with funds we are now 
in the process of raising.
